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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 5-8, 10 and 1 1 are allowed. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The reference of record fails 
to teach or suggest, either singularly or in combination at least the limitation of plurality of via 
posts in via holes arranged in portions in the insulating film under the connection pads or under 
the wiring pattern are connected to connection pads within 200 urn from the connection pads, 
the via post functioning as strut to support the connection pads during a ultrasonic flip-chip 
packaging and the via holes are arranged mixedly with dummy via holes and normal via 
holes while a normal via holes is arranged separately under the wiring pattern electrically 
connected to the dummy via hole, in the wiring pattern in which the via post in dummy via holes 
is used as the struts.
